Flame Retardants 


Make Christmas 


Trees Safer 


As 'Christmas approached and 
the fresh trees are put, on sale 
many people have requested the 
way to ñame retard a live 
Christmas tree. The following is 
recommended by the State Fire 
Marshal and the Rush County 
Fireman Association. 


The first method i s 
8ounces 


of household Borax, 4 ounces of 
powdered borac acid. Dissolve 
the above in two<2) quarts of 
luke warm water and drench the 
tree with the solution. It may be 
poured or sprayed on the tree. It 
is best to treat the tree outside 
and allow it to dry before put­ 
ting in the house. 


Another method is : one (1) 


teacup of ammonia sulphate 
fertilizer grade to each pint of 
water use one (l) pint of this 
solution for each two 'pounds of 
tree weight. Place the tree 
upright in a pail or tub con­ 
taining the correct amount, of 
the above solution and let set, 
outside for five days; and or use 
24 pounds of ammonia sulphate 
per one gallon of water and 
spray the tree with a regular 
garden sprayer. This spray may 
also be used on any decorations 
of plant origin, including cloth, 
to ñame retard. 
It also suggested if using a 


live tree be sure to keep fresh 
water in the container the tree is 
in. It is preferred to cut off the 
bottom of the live tree just 
above the old cut and then keep 
the newly cut tree in water for 
the whole time it is in the house'.

At the time of his death, he

Why the Code 
This proposed “ Indiana Code 
of Ethics for the Conduct of 
State 
Business” 
has as 
its 
specified purpose. “To promote 
the principle that public office 
is a public trust. This principle 
will be served if the business of 
the state is conducted in a 
m anner which will best m ain­ 
tain in the minds of the public 
a good opinion of the conduct 
and character of state éfficers 
and em ployees.” 
The 
discarded 
draft 
had 
sought to spell out what was 
misconduct but the new one 
settled 
for 
the 
statement,: 
“ Misconduct means a breach of 
the Indiana Code of Ethics for 


the Conduct of State Business.” 
This puts the em phasis on, the 
governmental official’s business 
life rather than his personal 
life. 
The old version had used the 
words “norm al” and "nom inal” 
in trying to define gifts, and 
gratuities that might be accep­ 
ted. But the m em bers decided 
“norm al” was a preservation of 
status-quo and “nom inal” had a 
literal meaning of name-only 
rather 
than their 
intent 
of 
inexpensive. 
So the new version is that: 
“State officers and employes 
may accept, reasonable .courte­ 
sies extended in the spirit of 
hospitality which shall not be 
considered compensation, a gift 
or gratuity.” 


What Determines 
The House You Buy?

NEW YORK (UPI) - Should 
your head or your emotions 
rule when buying a house? 
The standard answer to that 
question, is that logic should 
prevail. You want to m ake a 
sm art buy, get the most house 
for your 
money 
—the 
best 
possible design, quality 
and 
location. You don’t want to buy 
blindly, 
ignoring 
very 
real 
defects because you're carried 
away by a single feature that 
strikes a responsive note. 
Still, 
says 
Louis 
Elliott, 
Chicago 
area 
real 
estate 
developer, emotions, can not be 
ruled out entirely, nor should 
they be. He suggests com pari­ 
sons in house hunting need not 
be that difficult, particularly 
when shopping for a develop­ 
ment home. 
“To begin with,” he says, 
“most developers today 
are 
designing and m arketing their 
homes 
to 
appeal 
to 
very 
specific segm ents of the m ar­ 
ket, including single people, 
young couples, families with 
children, m ature couples with­ 
out 
children 
at 
home, 
or 
retirees. Assumptions are made 
about purchasing power that 
are reflected in both the price 
and type of housing, including 
traditional single family homes, 
town homes or condominiums.” 
Elliott says this creates a 
process of natural selection that 
tends 
to 
bring 
buyers 
and 
sellers together on the basis of 
general affordability and per­ 
sonal needs and preferences. It 
gives a general idea of what is 
available within a price range. 
After picking a community 
you can afford. Elliott says, 
“ there’s nothing wrong with 
giving vent to your emotions. 
Your selection can be tem pered 
by 
a 
num ber 
of 
logical 
com parisons of what 
you’re 
getting that will em erge as a 
feeling about what's right for 
you." 
He offers some check points: 
Quality —. Everyone wants 
quality in every price range, 
but few know how to evaluate 
construction quality. It’s wise 
to read up in advance of house 
hunting 
and, 
when 
you’ve 
narrowed your choice, hire an 
independent appraiser or en­ 
gineer, to give you an opinion 
on a specific house. 
Function and flexibility—The 
home should fit your individual 
needs. It should let you furnish 
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the way you want, live the way 
you want. 
Convenience—Are there good 
roads or public transportation 
nearby? Are facilities handy for 
shopping, schools, church, re ­ 
creation? Is it easy to get from 
car to house? Is there sufficient 
parking for family and friends? 
Amenities—In a residential 
development these days recrea­ 
tion facilities often are availa­ 
ble. You pay for them. You 
have to decide whether what is 
offered is right for you. Do you 
prefer lots of tennis courts and 
a giant swimming pool com­ 
plex, or bicycle and hiking 
paths and a social room in your 
own building? 
Security—What kind of pro­ 
tection is provided from fire, 
from intruders? Is construction 
fireproof? Are there smoke and 
heat sensing devices wired to 
the local fire station? Are there 
electronic devices to combat 
intrusion? In a development, is 
there a manned gate house to 
screen 
visitors, 
a 
security 
patrol? 
In a 
multi.-residence 
building, what kind of lobby-to- 
residence security is there? 
Privacy—Only an individual 
can decide how important this 
is. 
Public 
facilities 
like

p rivacy. But how w alls a re 
built acoustically, the number 
and location of m ature trees, 
the orientation of structures to 
each other can greatly enhance 
the sense of privacy. 
Space—How much is im por­ 
tant, of course, but often how it 
is arranged may be even more 
of a factor. Usable outdoor 
space is something to watch 
for. You’ll also want to consider 
window a re a s which give a 
sense of spaciousness and make 
the outdoors a part of the 
home, especially if the area is 
well landscaped, or has an 
attractive view. 
Esthetics and environment— 
Size up site, land plan and

Indiana’s 
five 
lame-duck 
Republican congressmen tenta­ 
tively plan to return to their 
Hoosier homes with the possible 
exception of one. 
The Nov. 5 election swept five 
incumbent GOP members of 
Congress from Indiana to 
defeat and will replace them in 
January with five Democrats 
for a new political alignment of 
nine Democrats, two Repub­ 
licans. 
A survey shows that most of 
the defeated congressmen are 
so busy right now with their 
concluding work in Congress 
they have not made final plans, 
but status reports from their 
friends and staffs give this 
information: 
—Rep. Earl F. Landgrebe, 
defeated in the 2nd by Purdue 
Prof. Floyd J. Fithian, plans to 
return to his Valparaiso home 
and motor trucking business 
and to take life a little easier 
than he has in recent years. 
—Rep. William G. Bray, the 
dean of the Indiana GOP 
delegation who lost to 28-year- 
old David W. Evans, Indianapo­ 
lis parochial school teacher, in 
the 6th District, plans to return 
to Martinsville and his law 
practice there. 
—Rep. Roger H. Zion, defeat­ 
ed by former state Sen. Philip 
H. Hayes in the 8th District, 
hopes to stay in Washington. He 
is especially interested in a 
federal job in the energy area 
since he was chairman of the 
Republican Energy Task Force 
in Congress. 
—Rep. David W. Dennis, only 
Indiana member of the House 
Judiciary Committee, who lost 
to Ball State University Prof. 
Philip R. Sharp in the 10th, has 
been mentioned for several 
other posts that would keep him 
away from Indiana but his 
administrative assistant, Rich­ 
ard Powell, said, “Yes, he has 
been mentioned but no offer 
has been made. If and when 
one is and he is really 
interested, I think he will 
consider it. But right now his 
plans are to go back to 
Richmond and practice law.” 
—Rep. William H. Hudnut III, 
freshman member of Congress 
who lost to the same man he 


ousted two years ago—Andre 
Jacobs Jr.-in the 11th, plans to 
return to Indianapolis but to 
remain open to future political 
possibilities. 
Bruce 
B. 
Melchert, 
his 
assistant, 
said 
Hudnut, a 
Presbyterian minister, does not 
expect to again accept a 
pastorate but is 
“seeking 
employment that will allow him 
to serve in the public domain. 
He has several opportunities 
offered in private business and 
in education-related activities 
but has made no decision. But 
he does plan to stay in 
Indianapolis, and in public 
life.” 
Hudnut’s name was men­ 
tioned as a possible 1975 
Indianapolis candidate for 
mayor if Indianapolis Richard 
G. Lugar decided not to seek a 
third term. Another possibility 
is that he would run in 1976 for 
Congress again against Jacobs.

dollar a pound,” said Agricul­ 
ture Secretary Earl L. Butz 
said in a television interview 
Sunday (ABC's “Issues and 
Answers.’’). 
He said sugar is “ too 
doggoned high-priced,” that it 
will stay high this year, and 
then hopefully come down as 
more sugar is produced in 
response to the high prices. 
One reason sugar is scarce, 
he said, is that rising affluence 
around the world has increased 
consumption of sweet foods. 
One of today's witnesses. 
Mrs 
Virginia Knauer, the 
President’s consumer adviser, 
says there is a growing 
suspicion among Americans 
that certain aspects of the 
sugar shortage are contrived 
“Sugar with its complex 
pattern of subsidies, supports 
and quotas has had a long 
history of interference with tree 
market price determination,” 
she said in prepared testimony. 
She cited reports of high 
sugar profits, reports that some 
foreign producers foster high 
sugar consumption at home at 
artificially low prices in order 
to inflate the world market 
prices and reports that Middle 
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Eastern oil countries are using 
their new wealth to speculate in 
sugar. 
Mrs. Knauer believes Ameri­ 
cans should consider cutting 
back their sugar consumption 
in the same way they voluntari­ 
ly reduced energy usage last 
winter 
Williiam A Quinlan, general 
counsel of the Associate Retail 
Bakers of America, said in a 
prepared a statement that the 
nation s 20,000 retail bakers are 
in serious trouble because of 
steep sugar prices. 
“Our industry is suffering a 
disaster,” he said 
“Never 
before have I seen the retail 
baker in such a desperate 
plight.”

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TANK CAR SAFETY 
In the last two years, three' disastrous explosions of 
railroad tank cars have occurred, with large loss of life 
and untold thousands of dollars of damage to the areas far 
beyond the boundaries of railroad property. In each case, 
the tank cars were carrying compressed flammable 
gases, And also, in each case, the accidents involved 
“ Humping,*’ or free-rolling tank cars in switching 
operations. 


"Humping" is the practice of having the locomotive 
push a long line of freight cars up a “hump,” or rise in the 
railroad bed At the top of the "hump,” the lead car rolls 
free down a slope an is then switched to desired locations 
in the railroad yard, there to be coupled with other freight 
cars heading for the same destination. The savings in 
freight costs, of course, is considerable, since the 
locomotive is not required to push each car to the desired 
spot. 


However, in view of these recent accidents, the 
National Transportation Safety Board has recommended 
that the Federal Railroad Administration establish a 
requirement that all freight cars carrying compressed 
flammable gases be placarded "dangerous,” and that the 
switching operations be handled in the same manner as 
for those cars carrying high explosives. This would 
prohibit switching of such freight cars without a 
locomotive attached. 


Clearly, such restrictions will involve more time and 
trouble in the handling of the cars. But such restrictions 
seem wise, since it is clear that the safety of free-rolling 
cars with compressed gases cannot be guaranteed. In the 
three accidents, the gases were not the same. Propylene 
exp 1 oded i n E a st St. Lou is; isobuta ne a t Deca tur, 111., and 
butadiene at Houston. Tex. Hopefully, the Federal 
Railroad Administration will take quick action, before 
more lives are lost.

Count and recount voles 
before conceding any election 
is good advice. 
Ohio's gubernatorail contest 
was close. On election night, the 
eventual winner at the polls, 
running behind, gave a con­ 
cession speech and the eventual 
loser gave a victory address, 
P relim inary tabulations in 
Indiana on results of the Con­ 
stitutional am endm ents in­ 
dicated the proposed revision of 
the militia amendment had lost. 
It was trailing by nearly 5,000 
votes, while 
the other two 
proposals ran well ahead in 
voter approval. 
.As a result of the November 3- 
6 tabulations, I wrote about the 
illegal situation that would 
continue to exist in the state 
with voter rejection. However, 
final, tabulations certified to the 
Secretary of State showed 
passage by 7,308 votes. 
For 
those 
interested 
in 
statistics, some 1,752,978 votes 
were cast for Senator at the top 
of the ticket, dropping to only 
782,740 on the amendment ap­ 
proving the Code proposal. 
While the amendment providing 
for the Governor and Lieutenant 
Governor to run as a team 
received attention by only half 
of the voters-going to the polls, 
it carried by the widest margin 
of any amendment proposal. It 
should have been the most 
controversial. 
Problem plagued Secretary of 
State Larry A. Conrad received 
899,21.2 votes, while Birch Rayfa. 
leading the 
ticket, 
received 
about 10,000 less votes. Richard 
Roudebush lost, to R. Vance 
Hartke by nearly 4,500 votes 
during a Democratic land-slide 
which carried, all state offices, 
hut not the General Assembly. 
Republicans called it a bad 
ca m paign. c la i m i n g Rou d y 
should have won. Indianapolis 
Mayor Richard Lugar lost to 
Bayh by 75,152, including loss in 
the County which he has headed 
local 
government for seven 
years, and they claim it will not 
hurt his political future due to 
an “aggressive" campaign, 
The Republican’s two women 
candidates trailed the ticket 
with the widest margin of loss. 
Pat Yoho trailed Supreme and 
Appeals Court Clerk Billie 
McCullough by a 188,035 vote 
margin, having entered the race 
late. Jean Merrit lost to State 
Auditor Mary Aikens Currie by 
142,508 votes. 
WeekdayReligious Education

Q, Are any oh the campaign 
expenses of those running for 
our city council or the state 
legislature tax deductible? 


A. No. Campaign expenses 
of a candidate for any office 
are not 'deductible. Registra­ 
tion fees for primary elections 
are also non-deductible, even 
for incumbents seeking to re­ 
main in office. 


Q. 1 formed a partnership 
with two other, people this 
summer to paint houses for a 
living. How do we report our 
earnings to the IRS? 


A. Partnerships pay no in­ 
come tax, but they must sub­ 
mit an information return us­ 
ing Form 1065, U.S. Partner­ 
ship Return of Income, show­ 
ing the results of the partner­ 
ship’s operations for its tax 
year. As a partner, you must 
include as income on the .Sup­ 


plemental 
Income 
Schedule 
(Schedule E) of Form 1040 
(U.S. Individual Income Tax 
R e t u, r n,) 
your distributive 
share, based on your partner­ 
ship agreement, of earnings, 
gains, and losses. You have to 
report these items whether or 
not they have been distributed 
to you. Detailed information on 
partnership income is available 
in the IRS free Publication 
541, 
“Tax 
Information 
on 
Partnership Income and 'Loss­ 
es.” 


Q. I had a casualty loss 
recently when a thunderstorm 
caused a tree to fall on the 
roof of my garage at home. I 
know the damage to the garage 
is deductible but what about 
loss of the tree? 
A. If ornamental trees and 
shrubs on residential property 
are damaged or destroyed by 
a casualty, you may have a 


deductible loss subject to the 
$100 limitation on personal 
casualty loss deductions. To 
deduct this loss, you must es-, 
tablish that there has been a 
decrease in the total value of 
your real estate. When you 
have the damage appraised, re­ 
member that the fee you. pay 
for establishing the amount of 
the loss is tax deductible also. 


Q. My daughter 
has 
just 
taken a job as a sales clerk 
three nights a. week at a. large 
department store. She gets a 
discount on merchandise she 
buys at the store. Is the dis­ 
count a taxable fringe benefit? 


A. Courtesy 
discounts 
on 
purchases from your daugh­ 
ter’s employer are not income 
if they are of relatively small 
value, are offered to employ­ 
ees generally, and are offered 
merely as a means of promot­ 
ing her health, .goodwill, or ef­ 
ficiency. But if she buys prop­ 
erty from her employer a t a 
reduced price, she must in­ 
clude in her income the differ­ 
ence between what she paid 
and its fair market value as 
add iti onal. compensation.

“ The Spruce Goose Will Fly 
Again”

PITTSBURGH (UPI) - Al­ 
fred Bennett, at 70, wants to 
take the “Spruce Goose” out 
for another run, this time a. test 
run for peace, not war. 
Bennett, of nearby Beaver, 
owner of Bennett Aircraft Co., 
an airplane brokerage firm, 
said he is determined to fly the 
world’s largest seaplane, built, 
during 
World 
War 
II 
by 
Howard 
Hughes, 
to 
cities 
across 
the 
nation 
as 
an 
attention 
grabber 
for 
his 
campaign to promote world 
peace. 


“When Ping Pong was the 
triviality to break the barriere 
with Red China, what do ypu 
think Howard Hughes’ airplane 
would do?” 
Bennett 
asked. 
“This 
airplane 
has 
more 
attention value than Marilyn 
Monroe1. 
It 
would 
'be 
like 
unearthing an Egyptian pha- 
raoh.” 


Bennett 
is 
confident 
an 
airplane with a wing span of 
320 feet —.20' feet, longer than, a 
football field and 90 feet longer 
than the span of a commercial 
747 jumbo jet —would have no 
trouble catching the public eye. 
“I could land a Piper Cub on 
that wing,” Bennett said. 


The plane, which has been 
locked in an atmospherically 
controlled 
hangar 
at 
Long 
Beach, Calif, for nearly 20 
years, was designed, and, built 
by Howard Hughes on commis­ 
sion 
from 
the 
government. 
Industrialist Henry Kaiser col­ 


laborated, with. Hughes initially, 
but dropped out because, “the 
two of them could never go in 
the same direction for very 
long,” Bennett said. 


The plane, officially named 
the HKl for its developers, was 
dubbed the “Spruce Goose” 
because1 it, was made almost 
entirely of wood. It was taken 
on its first and only Right on 
Nov., 2,1947 by Hughes himself. 
It was Rown 1,000 yards at an 
altitude of 70 feet. 


But the war soon ended and 
the “Spruce Goose” became as 
obsolete as a knight’s suit of 
armor. 


Hughes leased the plane from 
the government, but last year, 
the 
lease 
expired 
and 
the 
General Services Administra­ 
tion took custody of the HKl. 


“The plane belongs to you 
and m e—the' taxpayers,” Ben­ 
nett said. “The stupid govern­ 
ment 
bureaucracy 
keeps 
barriers around it. The GSA 
says it wants the plane used in 
a way that it would do the most, 
good for the most people and I 
am the only one who wants to 
fly it.” 


And he wants to Ry the plane 
to “bring the spirit of goodwill 
around the world. For the first 
time in its history, the world 
has the tools to create a real 
pace. 
These 
are

communications and the air­ 
plane. And the HKl is the 
largest airplane of them all. 
The Spruce Goose will fly 
again,” Bennett said.

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A EC on the Front Lines

protesters of the 1960s: People 
must protect them,sel ves from, 
their government. 
The theme struck throughout 
the two-day meeting of consum­ 
ers, and environm entalists was 
that the Atomic Energy Com 
mission, the utilities and the oil 
companies are conspiring to 
suppress information about the 
dangers of atomic energy to 
maintain their own economic 
and political power. 
All of the speakers agreed 
with Barry Commoner, a long­ 
time 
environmentalist, 
that 
solar energy could be1 used 
reliably with little advance in 
technology Commoner said it 
is the cheapest, cleanest and 
safest form available. 
Ralph Nader, who organized 
the conference, said “a prime 
reason solar energy is not being 
developed quickly is that it 
can’t be subjected to owner­ 
ship. although Exxon is still 
trying to buy the sun. 
“ If you can get the energy 
directly to your home from the 
sun, you don’t need the utilities 
and the oil companies.’’ 
The conference group itself 
differed in style from the war 
protesters It was older, better 
organized and the language was 
precise. The obscenities and 
squabbles 
over 
goals 
were 
absent 
But the predictions of disas­ 
ter and the calls for action 
were prompted by the same 
sense of urgency and moral 
commitment that 
symbolized 
the war protest. 
Mingled throughout was the 
charge that the A EC. designed 
25 years ago to control the 
peaceful uses of atomic energy, 
had surrendered its role to the 
utilities and oil companies. 
AEC Chairman Dixy I^e Ray 
and form er AEC Commissioner 
William, 0 .

The public stopped buying 
cranberries when it was report­ 
ed a cancer-causing residue 
from

control agent was found in 
some cranberry bogs, 
“Here in Massachusetts, be­ 
cause of the winter flooding of 
'bogs, no residues were found,” 
said Beaton. “But out on the 
West Coast (Washington and 
Oregon), because the winters 
are m ilder, they don’t fill their 
bogs over the winter and they 
had residue. In all, less than 
one-tenth of one per cent of the 
bogs 
(nationwide) bad 
been 
treated with the weed control. 
But it practically wiped us 
out...”

Beaton said the industry is 
comprised almost entirely of 
small growers. 
“Of all our 
growers, 41 per cent produce 
less than 5,000' barrels, 57 per 
cent produce less than 10,000 
barrels and we have only five 
growers producing more than
